To file for an Elder or Dependent Adult Abuse Restraining Order in Pasadena, 
California, you will need to complete the following forms: 


1. Request for Elder or Dependent Adult Abuse Restraining Orders (Form EA-100) 
2. Confidential CLETS Information (Form CLETS-001) 
3. Notice of Court Hearing (Form EA-109) 


4. Proof of Personal Service (Form POS-040) or Proof of Service by Mail (Form 
POS-050) 


Here are the step-by-step instructions to file the paperwork: 


1. Obtain the forms from the Pasadena Courthouse or download them from the 
California Courts website. 


2. Fill out Form EA-100, Request for Elder or Dependent Adult Abuse Restraining 
Orders.
